NEW PUBLICATIONS. 

LITERARY MAGAZINES.—The November ‘‘Century”’ is 
a marvel in the artistic quality of its illustrations. The 
difference in quality between such high class publications 
as this and the cheap magazines which have sprung up 
during the past few years must be apparent to anyone 
with the slightest appreciation of what is really meritori- 
ous in art or in literature. Not only is there a contrast 
in quality, but in quantity as well. The November ‘‘Cen- 
tury,’’ for example, contains 160 pages of reading matter; 
tbe November ‘‘Harper’’ has 180 pages. In comparison 
with this, one of the best of the ten-cent magazines gives 
its readers in its November issue 9 pages, or about half 
as much as ‘‘Harper.’’ It is on quality and not on quan- 
tity, however, that the emphasis deserves to be placed. 
There is no more foolish economy anywhere than that 
practiced by the man who spends time in reading cheap 
Magazines to save the trifling sum it would cost him to 
buy the best. Why spend hours and days reading the 
work of hack writers when ideals wrought out by the 
masters in art and literature are as accessible to you? 
It is true, of course, that those who are satisfied with - 
cheap literature can have it nowadays for almost nothing. 
Department stores even publish their own ten-cent maga- 
zines and give away free subscriptions broadcast merely 
to build up circulation. There must be those who will 
spend time reading such second or third-rate matter 
rather than pay for a subscription to a high-class maga- 
zine, else these cheap magazines would die; but surely 
no one with mind enough to appreciate the difference be- 
tween good and bad in literature could be foolish enough 
to cheat his mind by feeding it cheap food. 

Of course, we are speaking above concerning the maga- 
zines from the standpoint of their value as literature; 
in this monthly review we note only those articles of 
especial interest to the engineer. Two ‘‘Century’’ papers 
this month deserve mention from this point of view. In 
the first the recent exploits of M. Santos-Dumont in Paris 
with his dirigible balloon are described. The second paper 
—and one of unusual merit—is entitled ‘‘The Settlement of 
the West—A Study in Transportation.’’ The author shows 
graphically how the trend of exploration and population in 
this country has been influenced by geography, and he 
calls attention anew to the enormous social and political 
influence which modern transportation systems have 
exerted. 

‘‘Harper’s,’’ whose bulky contents we have alluded to 
above, has also some fine specimens of work in its illus- 
trations, and for scientific matter we find it in a paper 
relating to the bottom of the sea by Prof. Nutting, of the 
University of Iowa. 

The paper by Mr. Theodore Roosevelt describing exper!- 
ences in cougar hunting in Colorado, which we commented 
on last month, is concluded in the November ‘‘Scribner,” 
and in the same magazine Gen. F. V. Greene’s interesting 
series of papers on the United States Army is also brought 
to a close. Mr. Henry Norman likewise concludes hig 
series of papers on the Russia of to-day, and declares, 
among other things, that Russia has no real sympathy 
for the United States, as is so commonly believed in this 
country. 

A paper somewhat parallel to that in ‘The Century,” 
referred to above, is that entitled ‘‘The Mississippi Valley 
Organized,”’ by Mr. Jas. K. Hosmer, in the November 
“Atlantic.” The automobile race from Berlin to Paris is 
described by Walter Wellman in the November ‘‘Mc- 
Clure’s.”” In this race the French chauffeur, Fournier, 
covered a distance of 283 miles in 6 hours and 28 minutes, 
or an average speed of about 44 miles per hour, not in- 
cluding the time spent running at slow speed through 
towns and villages. At times some of the automobiles in 
this race attained a speed of 80 miles per hour. The 
paper gives a graphic picture of what the fad of automo- 
bile road racing has become in Europe, and it is sincerely 
to be hoped that the craze may not reach a similar ex- 
treme on this side of the water. In the same magazine 
‘Marvels of Modern Production” are described in a paper 
in which the contrast is drawn between the hand-work 
of a past generation and the cheap and rapid machine 
work of to-day. 

Turning to the November Reviews, we find in the 
“‘North American’’ a paper on ‘‘Electricity in the Service 
of Man,”’ by Mr. Anthony N. Brady, which tells nothing, 
however, that is not familiar to engineers. In “The Fo- 
rum” Director Martin Dodge, of the Office of Public Road 
Inquiries, explains what the National Government ig doing 
for ‘good roads.”” An interesting paper in the same 
magazine is on ‘‘The Development of Africa,” by Mr. L. 
P. Verner, The writer argues that while the period of 
exploration and discovery in Africa is at an end the period 
of commercial development has only begun, and he pre- 
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dicts a brilliant future for the continent. An article on 
similar lines in the same magazine is ‘‘The Politica] and 
Commercial Future of Asia,’’ by W. C. Jameson Reid. 

‘The Future of the Gold Supply”’ Is the title of a paper 
by Prof. N. S. Shaler in the November “International.” 
Some months ago the newspapers, as many of our readers 
will remember, quoted Prof. Shaler without authority as 
making some rather extravagant predictions on this sub- 
ject. It is of interest, therefore, to see just what he does 
say. Briefly stated, he holds that the increase in the pro- 
duction of gold from low lying placers promises to exceed 
in magnitude even the huge output of vein mining, and 
he points to the possibility that the increase in the world’s 
gold supply may become 80 great as to notably affect the 
world’s standard of values. 

The recent municipal campaign in New York and in 
Philadelphia are ably pictured in the ‘‘Review of Re- 
views,’’ which also has two valuable papers by captains 
in the army on the war in the Philippines. ‘‘The World’s 
Work” has a magnificently illustrated article on the Appa- 
lachian Forest Reserve—which is to be, let us hope. ‘‘The 
American Locomotive Abroad"’ is the title of another pa- 
per in the same magazine by Mr. M. G. Cunniff describing 
some of the notable successes achieved by American loco- 
motive builders in the shipment of their machines to for- 
eign countries. Prof. Ira N, Hollis, of Harvard Univer- 
sity, well known to the engineering profession, pays in 
the same magazine a notable tribute to Admiral Sampson, 
while papers on the preventien of tuberculosis and the 
beautifying of cities deserve a brief word of mention here. 

Turning to the English reviews for October, we find in 
the “Contemporary Review'’ a paper on the education and 
training of apprentices, giving evidence that the subject 
which is arousing so much interest on this side of the 
water is also being agitated there. ‘‘Two Presidents and 
the Limits of American Supremacy”’ is the title of a paper 
in the ‘Fortnightly Review."’ The author shows, what is 
undoubtedly true, that notwithstanding America’s recent 
gain in foreign trade, she has only made a beginning in 
many flelds. In the Ottoman Empire, for example, 40% 
of the imports are English and only 1% are American. 
After quoting other figures, the author says: ‘It is evi- 
dent that the notion of overwhelming all Europe by the 
boundless production of America is, for all the purposes 
likely to concern anyone now living, the most fantastic 
figment of the imagination.’’

RAILWAY, BRIDGE, ETC.—Straits Settlements.—O. F. 
Williams, U. S. Consul-General at Singapore, S. S., writes 
us that a railway 14 miles long is being built across the 
island to connect at Kranji by ferry across the straits 
with Johore, and a railway 360 miles long is being ex 
tended to that port from the northwestern part of the 
Peninsula. Every move, Mr. Williams says, is British, 
electric light and street railways included. He is making 
efforts to attract American capital, or at least to secure 
contracts for American firms. A bridge 60 ft. wide and 
300 ft. long is talked of to replace the Covenagh bridge 
over the Singapore River; estimated cost, $190,(), 
Mexican. 

RAILWAY.—Yucatan, Mex.—The ‘‘Journal of Commerce” 
reports that Rodulfo G. Canton, Pres. Compania Nacional! 
de los Ferro Carriles Sud Orientales en Yucatan (National 
Yucatan Southeastern Railroad Company), has arrived in 
New York from Yucatan. Several New Yorkers are inter- 
ested in the National company, which proposes to open up 
the southeast portion of Yucatan, said to contain large 
quantities of logwood, mahogany and other valuable 
products, which, under present, conditions, cannot be taken 
advantage of because of lack of transportation facilities. 
The railroad concession authorizes the construction of 
the following lines: (1) From Peto to the Bay of Espiritu 
Santo, with a branch to the Bay of Ascencion. This line 
will measure approximately 190 kilometers, of which 165 
will be the main line and 25 the branch. (2) From Val- 
ladolid to a noint on the line from Peto to the Bay of 
Espiritu Santo. This line will measure 58 kilometers ap- 
proximately. (3) From a point between the line from 
Peto and the Bay of Espiritu Santo to the coast of the 
River Hondo, frontier of Belize, British Honduras. This 
line will be about 196 kilometers in length. The total 
length of the system will be 443 kilometers, about 275 
miles. The New Yorkers interested in the enterprise com- 
prise Henry Booth, of the Ward Steamship Line; W. D. 
Munson, Pres. Munson S. S. Line; James M. Motley, of 
the Thornton N. Motley Co., and Felipe G. Canton. The 
capital of the company is $1,250,000. Twenty miles of 
track have already been built. R. G. Canton is also presi- 
dent of the already constructed Merida-Peto R. R., and is 
largely concerned in most of the other railroad companies 
in Yucatan. He may not place any actual contracts on 
the occasion of his present visit to the United States, but 
it is anticipated that he will make arrangements while 
here for the purchase later on of considerable quantities 
of rolling stock. etc., for the Southeastern road.
